Gov. Gen. Leonard Wood, with the philosophy of 
the best of colonial administrators, of which he 
se Wien henered. ant olictent type, says ‘the 
United States ought not to give independence to 
the Philippines for some time to come. He declares 
the Filipinos are not yet capable of self-govern- 
ment with any promise of stability and progress, 
and that it would be “heartless betrayal” of our 
trust to throw them entirely upon their own 


resources. 

‘That is an American assumption of “the white 
man's burien,” a Kiplingesque view of the supe- 
rior whitis duty and privilege of defending, 
supervisinj; and advancing the mental, moral and 
material vrelfare of backward peoples, both for 
their benejit and the benefit of civilization.

/ WILL FRANCE ACCEPT? 
‘The acceptance of the Dawes commission report 
and recommendations by the British prime minister 
and by’*the German government hardly.offsets the 
rather chilling effect of Premier Poincare’s remark 
at’ @ banquet of the Social Democratic party. As 
reported in the dispatches, his meaning is not 
clear, and perhaps & more favorable interpretation 
may be placed upon his comment than seems at 
first the natural one. 

“The plan, as a whole,” he said, “ undoubtedly 
presupposes the reéstabishment of the economic 
unity of Germany, but a declaration of,verbal ac-} 
ceptance in principle is not sufficient.

ors favoring higher surtaxes than 
thi ieetien ‘ates took place today with 
oe return of Senator McCormick 
{Rep.; 11.}, the only Republican mem- 
ber of the |inance committee who has 
favored a compromise tax program. 

Whether or not the group of Repub- 
licans who are not classed either with 
the extrem: conservatives or with the 
radicals will be able to develop a tax 
program wiiich will have a chance of 
approval in the senate was uncertain. 
It seeméd to be conceded that the 
Democratic surtax schedule as pre 
sented by Senator Simmons [Dem., N. 
CC.) has better than an even chance 
of acceptan:>te. : 

Lewer Is Wanting. 

Up to the time of his defeat for re- 
nomination last week, Senator Mc- 
Cormick ha:! expected to lead the fight 
for comproinise surtax rates. While 
Senator Mci"ormick still expects to be 
active in the matter it is. understood 
that he feels; that some one else should 
now assume the leadership. Whether 
any one els«: will do this is uncertain, 
as Senator l.enroot of Wisconsin, who 
was associated with Senator McCor- 
mick in the surtax fight in 1921, has 
not been aciive the senate recently on 
account of il ness and most of the other 
senators alismed with this group have 
not made a, study of tax problems. 
Senator Capper of Kansas, head of the 
farm bloc, has declared himself for 
the Longwo|'th compromise rates and 
may be active in the matter. 

The chief obstacle in the way of the 
accomplishment of anything by this 
group is that if the claims of Demo- 
crats,and rac\ical Republicans are justi- 
fied, the Sinimons plan with a maxi- 
mum surtax of 40 per cent already is 
assured of sufficient votes. 

Want ‘0 Per Cent Surtax. 

The Demoirats insist that not more. 
than three cf their own number will 
favor surtaxi's lower than in the Sim- 
mons amendments. This means that 
forty Demociats will support the Sim- 
mons rates, or nine less than a ma- 
jority. There are more’-than nine 
radical Republicans and farmer labor 
members who favor the retention of 
the high surtaxes of the present law 
but who havi: indicated that failing to 
accomplish timat they will support the 
next highest rate schedule offered. 

Senator Harris [Dem., Ga.] intro- 
duced an amendment to the tax bill 
imposing a tax of 1,000 per cent on 
campaign contributions in excess of 
$1,000 in presidential or congressional 
primaries or elections.

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AGED SELLER OF 
LUCKY STONES IS 
LUCKY IN COURT 


Boston, Mass., April 16-—-Capt. Wal- 
ter I. Rand is given the use of the 
mails in his “lucky stone” business, 
for which he served seven months’ im- 
prisonment in 1915, by a decision of 
the United States Court of Appeals, 
handed down today. The court con- 
firmed a prior decree of Judge Morton 
of the United States District court, 
enjoining the postoffice authorities 
from interference. 

“Lucky Stone” Rand, who is now 
71, was first arrested on charges of 
fraud in his business in 1901, but the 
grand jury declined to indict him. By 
1915, when he was indicted and con- 
victed, his business had grown to a 
yearly volume of $44,000 and em- 
ployed thirty-seven persons, it was 
said. 

When liberated he resumed business 
on a smaller scale, with modified ad- 
vertising. However, the postal offi- 
cials held up all of his mail and have 
fought for five years against allowing 
him the privilege. 

Judge Morton, in his decision, said 
of lucky stones: “It is an old and 
respected superstition; indeed, it is by 
no means sure that the confidence in- 
spired by a belief in such objects may 
not be of real value.” 


SLAYER OF WIFE

PRAGUE, April 16-—The new Social 
Democratic state of Czecho-Slovakia 
has just passed a law which destroys 
the freedom of the press and savors 
little of democracy. 


This bill provides that editors must 
always disclose the source of any in- 
formation published if required by the 
government. The bill was introduced 
in parliament immediately after num- 
erous disclosures of graft by high au- 
thorities, published by opposition pa- 
pers. The disclosures concerned oil, 
spirits, postal service and state’ con 


tracts. Hardly any governmental at

Be Examinedill 


Some of our public officials and 
some civic organizations believe 
that an examination of drivers 
would reduce automobile acci- 
dents. 


When a practicable competency 
bill is drawn up, the Chicago 
Motor Club will support it. 
Careful consideration of this — 
problem has forced us to the 
conclusion that no feasible 
competency bill has*ever been 
drafted. Certainly none has ever 
been presented to the Illinois 
legislature. 


The. legal staff of the Chicago 
Motor Club, composed of attor- 
neys thoroughly versed in auto- 
mobile law, has studied this 
problem for years, and has ex- 
amined many competency bills, 
but has yet to find one free from 
obnoxious features. 


A competency bill must be some- 
thing more than an excuse to 
levy another tax on the already 
overtaxed motorists. 


It should include a test of eye- 
sight; a physical test; a mental 
test; a driving test; and an ex- 
amination in which the applicant 
should be required to explain the 
application of the most impor- 
tant laws and ordinances. 


At least two examiners would 
be needed for every applicant—a 
physician for thé physical tests, 
and an examiner versed in me- 
chanics to conduct the driving 
test. 


In the State of Illinois there 
would be approximately two 
million applicants for driving 
licenses. 


The test, to be useful, shotild be 
completed in sixty days, and 
every driver should be examined 
once a year. 


In order to do this, an army of 
6,000 examiners would be 
needed. Every town in the state 
would needa certain number of 
examiners. Abuses of all kinds 
would creep in. Would the unfit 
be kept from driving cars? We 
do not believe they would. A 
wide field for graft would be 
opened; a vast political machine 
would be created and main- 
tained af the expense of the mo- 
torists. 


We, the motorists of Illinois, 
want no added taxes. We pay 
for the upkeep of.the streets, we 
pay for the roads that are built; 
- we do not want to pay the sal- 
aries of an army of office holders. 


In the interest of good govern- 
ment, we shall protest the pas- 
sage of a competency bill, unless 
these objections are overcome.

MORE EVIDENCE AGAINST 
LOW PRODUCING COW. 


CRUB dairy cows were called 

every mean name imaginable a 

. few years ago, when a campaign 

was started against them, but 
at that time most of the scolding was 
based on guesses. Today, with all 
sorts of production records to back 
them, the dairy experts are able to 
offer more substantial evidence against 
theold boarder cow. 


It has been recently pointed out by 
specialists that a farmer with forty 
cows producing only 3,000 pounds of 
milk each in a year, or a total of 
120,000 pounds, would be better off 
with thirty cows averaging 4,000 
pounds each. But the case against the 
scrub milk cow is worse. It is pointed 
out by H. R. Lascelles, at the Colorado 
station, that a successful dairyman 
who culls out the poor producers would 
get 120,000 pounds of milk in a single 
year from twelve cows instead of 
forty, thus cutting his overhead, labor, 
and feed costs by nearly three-fourths. 

Federal men find that cows< pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of butter fat in a 
year made an average return above 
feed costs of $10, while cows producing 
400 pounds of butter fat gave an aver- 
age return of $106 above feed costs. 
Mr. Lascelles’ interpretation of figures 
is that “it took only four times as 
great production to make the cow ten 
times more profitable.”’
